Start New Capitol 


W ork on erecting the new capitol 
foundation walls was 
started 
this 
morning. 
All day Monday sacks of 
cement were hauled to the place and 
crushed stone which has been shipped 
to Madison from Waukesha together 
with sand from the 
Keyes pits at 
South Madison are being piled high 
within the semi-circle where the build­ 
ing is to be erected. 
The work is be­ 
ing done by the Foster Construction 
company of Milwaukee. 


“ I would estimate that the wall of 
the new capitol wing started today 
will cost $10,000,’’ said Lew F. Por­ 
ter, secretary of the capitol building 
commission. 
“ With a force of thirty 
men at each of the two mixers and 
with probably ten more men on the 
walls, it will take a month 
or 
six 
weeks to complete the wall. 
If the 
legislature acts, or if the commission 
determines on what kind of material 
it will use, contracts for the erection 
of the west wing may be let as early 
as March 1.” 
It is now for the legislature to de­ 
termine what material will be used 
in the construction of the new capi­ 
tol. 
The question before the solons 
is to determine the cost per cubic 
foot of the material used, the grade? 
of materials, decorations and interior 
furnishings which are to enter into 
the cost per cubic foot. 
After a long fight at the last session 
of the legislature, lead in the main 
by Senator J. J. McGillivray of Black 
River Falls, it was decided the new 
building should not cost more than 
40 cents a cubic foot which at that 
time was generally considered a rea­ 
sonable amount. 
It was then figured 
that a handsome building rn gilt even 
be constructed of marble if the com 
mission so desired at the cost pre­ 
scribed. 
Materials Higher 
In the two years that have elapsed 
building materials have taken a great 
boost and the cost of labor has in­ 
creased 20 per cent. 
It will now be 
impossible to erect a building on any 
such plan as was contemplated when 
the last legislature adjourned. 
The 
building commission will make no rec­ 
ommendations to the legislature but 
if the committees on capitol construc­ 
tion of the two houses ask for infor­ 
mation it will be furnished. 
A meeting of the commission will 
not be called until some time in Feb-
